The terminal in a “non-conform- 
ing use’’ in the area; if no such op- 
erations have been carried on for a 
year, under such circumstances, the 
use cannot be reinstituted. 

The master plan section dealing 
with recreation and parks proposed 
fcr the city calls for acquisition and 
development of 5-acre 
hood” type parks facing Oakdell 
drive in Western Menlo Park and 
facing Gilbert street, in the North 
Palo Alto area. 

Acquisition and development of a 
7.06-acre. park-and-playground in 
the Belle Haven area, east of Bay- 
shore highway, is also envisioned, 
along with the development of ex- 
isting parks. 

The proposed master plan, de- 
scribing the park and recreation 
development as “a now or never 
program, in almest every respect,” 
recommends a $227,250 bend issue 
te finance immediate work.

MORE NEWS NOW 


Beginning this week, the Menlo 
Park Recorder is able to print 1¢ 
per cent more news. The paper 
looks slightly different, too.

School District Citizens’ Advisory Group 


Lists Details for Proposed-Report Cards * 


The Menlo Park Elementary 
School District Citizens’ School Stu- 
dy tommittee last week endorsed a 
new report card system, to be sub- 
mitted to the school district’s board 
of trustees. 

New forms—one for kindergarten 
pupils, one for those in first through 
third grades, and one for chiidren 
in the fourth through eighth grades 
-—were reccommended by the advis- 
ory group’s subecmmittee on student 
reporting. Alsc propesed is an ex- 
panded framework of parent-teach- 
er conferences. 

The subcommittee observes, in a 


6-page report accompanying the 
sample forms: 
“The committee believes that 


sound preparation for edult life is 
a byproduct of sound child life, ex- 
perienced fully and naturally... 
The specific skills and our sciences 
and stores of knowledge .. . should 
fit into the structure of each child's 
life rather than serve as a frame- 
work to which the child should con- 
form. 

“Toward this end, your committee 
preposes that the process of report- 
ing... between the school and 
home shall emphasize the child’s 
growth as an individual. This pur- 
pore can best be effected by consci- 
entious and oven exchange of in- 
formation concernine the child by 
both the parent and the teacher....” 


CONFERENCES 

The report continues recommenda- 
tions concerning parent - teacher 
conferences and use of the proposed 
report card forms. 

The report notes: 

“Due to lack of agreement within 
the committee ... no statement on 
the reporting of achievement test 
scores has been made. The areas of 
disagreement ... include: frequen- 
cy of such tests, timing or spacing 
of such tests, and method of report- 


“Student evaulations shall be re- 
ported to parents in such a way that 
there is opportunity for free ex- | 
change of information between par- | 
ent and teacher.” the report says. | 
“Parents shall be made aware that) 
they have beth an opportunity and, 
a duty to report and to discuss with | 
the teacher the development of the | 
child away from school. | 

“Teachers shall explain fully to | 
all parents the specific methods of 
evaluation and reporting used,” 
the document recommends, adding 
that “unsctisfactory” and other 
critical evaluations should fe ac- | 
companied by an explanatory | 
statement. | 

The report calls for a general | 
meeting of the teacher with all par- 
ents of the children in her class dur- } 
ing the third week of schcol. 

Next, i: is recommended that the | 
teacher make an effort to meet in- 
dividually the parents of each child 
before Thanksgiving. | 

The first of the written reports, | 
it is recommended, should be sent | 
out to parents about Feb. 1, and this | 
should immediately be followed by 
another individual parent - teacher 
conference. 


FINAL REPORT 

Final reports. to be sent to par- 
ents et the end of the school year, 
should include individual written re- 
ports to parents and shall show, in 
addition to other information called 
for, the grade placement of the child 
fer the next school year together 
with pertinent comments.

The written reports are designed 
te supplement parent-teacher con- 
ferences, the recommending re- 
pert says. 

The proposed student progress 
forms have spare for comments by 
both parent and teacher. 

“Two major factors shall be re- 
coenized as having basic value in 
the evaluation of pupils’ achieve- 
ment and behavior. These are: 

“1, Self-growth, or descriptive 
mersurement of the child’s a- 
chievements in relation to his own 
abilities” and 

“2, Comparative or competitive 

meesvrerent of the child’s a- 
chievements in relation to those of 
cthers ... of the same age or 
grade level.” 

Evaulation of work of kindergart- 
en and first through third grade- 
age pupils will be based entirely on 
the “self-growth factor,” the report 
recommends; fourth through eighth 
grade pupils’ work should be evalu- 
ated on beth “self crowth” and 
“competitive beses;: the latter to he 
applied only in the case of “skill” 
subjects.

“personal growth” on the basis® of 
“acceptable” pr “should do better.”

Master Plan Study Calls Proposed Rec 
Development ‘Now or Never’ Program 


“In almost every respect, develop- 
ment of the city’s recreation facili- 
ties is a ‘now or never’ program. 
Available land is rapidly disappear- 
ing,” the city’s proposed master 
plan report says. 

“The decision before the people of 
the city is, do they want a coordin- 
ated, city-wide recreation program, 
and are they willing to pay for it 
now? Later may be too late.” 

Emphasizing the immediate need 
for action, in view the vast num- 


®bers of yeunger children already 


growing up in the city; 
disappearance of available land and 
the need for parks within about 
half a mile of every part of the city, 
the proposed master plan recom- 
mends that: 

1, “Neighborhood play g rounds 


the rapid 


- be developed on Gilbert street in 


North Palo Alto, Market place in 
Belle Haven and on Oakdell drive 
in west Menlo Park to provide ad- 
equate facilities” and 

2. “In order to develop these 

new playground areas and to as- 
sist in completing development of 
existing park and playground ar- 
eas, it is recommended that a bond 
issue in the amount of $227,250 be 
adopted.” 

As shown on a map which accom- 
panies the master plan report, each 
park will be so situated that it will 
be in the center of an area inhabited 
by about 4000 persons. 

Five acres has been set as the 
minimum for the recreation sites, 
which are to consist of three acres 
of active play area and two acres of 
“passive” park, 

Nealon and Burgess parks, already 
Owned by the city, will be the scenes 
of more extensive programs than 
those possible at the smaller sites 
called for in the plan. 

MANY USES 

Typical facilities which may be 
provided at a neighborhood park in- 
clude those of softball, basketbali, 
handball, volleyball, table games, a 
“tot lot,” picnicing,. handicrafts, a 
spraypool or other water activity ar- 
ea and offstreet parking.

According to the master plan, Bur- 
gess park will continue to be devel- 
oped as a community center, with 
facilities for adult activities, such 
as kitchen, outdoor eating, dance 
and little theater and meeting type 
events. 


However, neighbcrhood type parks 
need not be too standarized. The re- 
Pert warns, 

“Careful study should be made by 
the recreation commission and re- 
presentatives of the neighborhood 
involved so that the final develop- 
ment fits the needs of the people 
that are to be served. 


“The broad design principles of 
three acres of active play area and 
two acres of passive area should be 
adhered to. But, other facilities 
can-be well worked cut in the 
neighborhocd, within overall bud- 
geeary limitations.” 

Considering what is reauired, the 
city has already fallen behind in 
meeting its recreational needs, the 
report says in recommending im- 
mediate action on the program.

Payments Promptly

forget to resume premium payments 
on gcvernment life insurance within 
120 days after leaving service may 
still have time to renew their cov- 
erage if they hurry. 

It was pointed out today by Floyd 
D. Granger, veterans service officer 
of San Mateo county, that veterans 
who waive their own National Serv- 
ice Life Insurance while in service 
are allowed an added 31-day “grace” 
pericd inwhich to resume premium 
payments fcllowing expiration of the 
120 days.

off furniture, make certain you rub 
with the grain of the wood. A géod | 
supply of freshly clean or ncw | 
cloths will make easy work of apply- 
ing or rubbing down the polish. 
‘These should be soft as well as lint- 
‘free to be most effective. 

Rings on furniture mar the beauty 
of the wood, but they can usually be 
removed easily if you apply some 
cleaner-wax to the ring. If the rings 
don’t disappear with the first ap- 
plication, place a blotter over them 
and press with a warm (not hot) 
iron. Repeat this process until the 
rings disappear. 


Clean Upholstery 
By New Methods 


If your furniture is upholstered 
and not slip-covered, your biggest 
problem is to keep the furniture 
from looking grimy. Remove spots 
as they appear. In this way they 
can’t get covered with daily dust 
and dirt and become ¢’*icult to re- 
move. 

There are many good spot clean- 
ers available, and some can be 
sprayed on, then rubbed, and this 
is a good way to prevent rings from 


er on the back or some other incon- 
spicuous spot so you can be certain 
the fabric doesn't fade. 

One of the easiest weys in which 
you can clean upholstered pieces, 
where the whole chair or sofa needs 
cleaning, is foam cleaner, The lath- 
er or suds which are worked up can 
be applied easily, without mess, to | 
the piece. This will clee~ as well as 
brighten colors. 

Foam cleaners can be used only if 
the fabric is fast-colored. Use an 
electric fan, too, to speed the dry- 
ing. It’s best to clean only small 
areas at a time 

Use the vacuum cleaner attach- 
ments on upholstered pieces as a 
regular part of your cleaning rou- 
tine. The cushions should be cleaned 
on all sides first and then you 
should go over the frame. Use a 
crevice cleaner where you can’t 
a to get‘at loose dust, crumbs, 
ete,
